We occasionly meet with some citl 


zcn who has a dismal Btory to tell of the 
sufferings of the soldiers ior proper sup- 
plies of food. These Mnatives ex- 
cite much indignation at home. When 
wo consider the enormous eipenditurcs 
of the government ior supplies ; the ex- 
tremely liberal scale of provision for 
everything which the soldiers ought to 
have, we are led to infer that, if they do 
not get good food, and enough of it, tho 
fault must bo with the commissaries. 


Of course we know that there must be 


more or tea peculation in that as in 
everything else, but whenever an inves- 
tigation oceura, the result is that the ox- 
tent of the evil is found to be dreadfully 
exaggerated. Nor is it difficult to ac- 
count for the fact. There are two 
causes for tho exaggeration. First, tho 
soldier himself is apt to be a grumbler 
because the excessive and wearisome 
monotony of camp life gives him littlo 
else to do in his leisnro than to criticise 
what aflecta his own condition. Second 
tho sutlers and unsuccessful contractors 
aro habitually given to this exaggeration 
in order to enable tho former to justify 
their own business, and the lattor to 
oust successful rivals.
